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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on July 7, 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejection of claims 1-13, 15-22, 24-27, 30-45, and 47-50 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Dooley et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,635,423 B2, issued October 21, 2003, filed 
January 16, 2001, priority January 14, 2000) in view of Porkka et al. (Journal of Pathology, 2001, vol. 
193, pages 73-79) and Lockhart et al. (WO 97/10365, published March 20, 1997), made in the 
Office Action mailed on April 7, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received on July 7, 
2008. 

The rejection of claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dooley et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,635,423 B2, issued October 21, 2003, filed January 16, 2001, priority January 14, 
2000) in view of Porkka et al. (Journal of Pathology, 2001, vol. 193, pages 73-79) and Lockhart et al. 
(WO 97/10365, published March 20, 1997) as applied to claims 1-13, 15-22, 24-27, 30-45, and 47-50 
above, and further in view of Cho et al. (PNAS, August 14, 2001, vol. 98, no. 17, pages 9819-9823), 
made in the Office Action mailed on April 7, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received 
on July 7, 2008. 
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The rejection of claims 28, 29, and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dooley et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,635,423 B2, issued October 21, 2003, filed January 16, 2001, priority 
January 14, 2000) in view of Porkka et al. (Journal of Pathology, 2001, vol. 193, pages 73-79), and 
Lockhart et al. (WO 97/10365, published March 20, 1997) as applied to claims 1-13, 15-22, 24-27, 
30-45, and 47-50 above, and further in view of Nilsen (U.S. Patent No. 6,046,038, issued April 4, 
2000) and Shuber (U.S. Patent No. 5,882,856, issued March 16, 1999) made in the Office Action 
mailed on April 7, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received on July 7, 2008. 

Examiner's reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest for a method of using an array, wherein said array is produced by 
obtaining an expressed RNA sample from each of a plurality of biological samples, followed by 
production of nucleic acid samples from said plurality of expressed RNA samples, wherein each of 
said nucleic acid samples comprises a plurality of different nucleic acid species, wherein each of said 
plurality of nucleic acid samples is deposited at a single unique location on the array . Applicants' 
arguments produced on page 11, 2 nd and 3 rd paragraph of the Response have been found persuasive.
